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INTRODUCTION 


Rn T E It DALE - ON - Hudson, Oct. 3, 1921. 

My dear Mr. Kirby; You remind me that there have been 
few art sales in America in which European armor and arms ap- 
peared; I recall, in fact, only the collections Gates (1877, 79 
lots), Cogniat (1877, 100 lots), Austin (1917, less than 200 lots), 
Offerman (1919, about 300 lots), and several others in which a 
dozen or two arms were sold — in the Yerkes Collection (1910), 
for example, there were two suits of armor, several good pole- 
arms and swords, and a Pisan shield. Not that there have not 
been sales in which armor figured almost en gros; do you remem- 
ber one seven or eight years ago, in which every suit of armor was 
false, and not even carefully copied at that . . . . ? 

In the present sale there are not many lots, three hundred 
odd in all, — about as many as in the Morgan Williams sale held 
lately at Christie’s ; but the pieces are good, some of them coming 
from historical collections — many of them are of artistic merit 
and of museum importance. False objects, I am sure, there are 
none ; some have been restored, it is true, but the catalogue states 
in each case what elements are modern.* 

In fact, it is fair to say that the collector or the museum 
curator who wishes good specimens of characteristic periods will 
find in this sale an extraordinary opportunity to acquire them, 
and in a sequence of forms. Of the “Gothic” forms, i.e., those 
dating from 1300 to 1500, there are no less than 50 lots, including 
two suits of armor, helmets, chain mail, good early swords and 
daggers, and typical pole-arms. Of the “Maximilian” period 

*It is understood, of course, that armor has ever been subject to minor 
repairs — restrapping - , rerivetting, mending broken plates; even in museums 
pole-arms have often modern shafts, and swords and daggers have not in- 
frequently been demounted and their grips mended or replaced. . . . So, 

too, the string of a crossbow is rarely of the period. 


(roundly from 1500 to 1535) there are, among other things, an 
important suit of armor, a fine fluted helmet, a partial brigandine, 
and two chain capes. The middle of the sixteenth century is 
represented by a landesknecht harness, a suit arranged for tilting, 
two-handed and bastard swords, and halberds. The close of this 
century, by a half suit of engraved armor, rapiers, helmets, gaunt- 
lets, an engraved rondache, and crossbows ; the seventeenth cen- 
tury, by half armor, pieces of siege armor, guns, partisans, 
spontoons, cup-hilted rapiers, and parrying daggers. All types 
which seem never before to have appeared in public sale on this 
side of the water are indicated by an asterisk. In fact, there are 
about fifty of these new types represented in the present catalogue 
— I mean such characteristic forms in the history of armor as 
barbute, basilard, spider helmet, brigandine, rondel armet, mail 
gauntlet, serpentine, Lochaber axe, spetum, falchion, waistcoat 
corselet, jazeran, etc. Surely enough to interest critical col- 
lectors in this field of art. 

May I add that the copy of the present catalogue has been 
compared piece by piece with the objects and I am convinced that 
the descriptions are accurate.

CONDITIONS OF SALE 


I. Rejection of bids: Any bid which is not commensurate 
with the value of the article offered or which is merely a nominal 
or fractional advance may be rejected by the auctioneer if in his 
judgment such bid would be likely to affect the sale injuriously. 

II. The buyer: The highest bidder shall be the buyer, and 
if any dispute arises between two or more bidders, the auctioneer 
shall either decide the same or put up for re-sale the lot so in 
dispute. 

III. Identification and part payment by buyer: The name 
of the buyer of each lot shall be given immediately on the sale 
thereof, and when so required, each buyer shall sign a card giving 
the lot number, amount for which sold, and his or her name and 
address. 

Payment at the actual time of the sale shall be made of all 
or such part of the purchase prices as may be required. 

If the two foregoing conditions are not complied with, the lot 
or lots so purchased may at the option of the auctioneer be put 
up again and re-sold. 

IV. Risk after purchase: Title passes upon the fall of the 
auctioneer’s hammer and thereafter neither the consignor nor the 
Association is responsible for the loss or any damage to any 
article occasioned by theft, fire, breakage or any other cause. 

V. Delivery of purchases : Delivery of any purchases will 
be made only upon payment of the total amount due for ell 
purchases at the sale. 

Deliveries will be made at the place of sale or at the storage 
warehouse to which purchases may have been removed. 

Deliveries at the American Art Galleries will be made only 
between the hours of 9 A. M. and 1 P. M. on sales’ days and on 
other days — except holidays, when no deliveries will be made — 
between the hours of 9 A. M. and 5 P. M. 

Deliveries at places of sale other than the American Art 
Galleries will be made only during the forenoon following the day 
of sale unless by special notice or arrangement to the contrary. 


Deliveries at the storage warehouse to which goods may have 
been sent will be made on any day other than holidays between 
the hours of 9 and 5. 

Deliveries of any purchases of small articles likely to be lost 
or mislaid may be made at the discretion of the auctioneer during 
the session of the sale at which they were sold. 

VI. Storage in default of prompt payment and calling for 
goods: Articles not paid for in full and either not called for by 
the purchaser or delivered upon his or her order by noon of the 
da} T following that of the sale will be turned over by the Associa- 
tion to some carter to be carried to and stored in some warehouse 
until the time of the delivery therefrom to the purchaser, and the 
cost of such cartage and storage will be charged against the pur- 
chaser and the risk of loss or damage occasioned by such removal 
or storage will be upon the purchaser. 

NOTE : The Limited space of the Delivery Rooms 
of the Association makes the above requirements 
necessary, and it is not alone for the benefit of the 
Association, but also for that of its patrons, whose 
goods otherwise would have to be so crowded as to 
be subject to damage and loss. 

VII. Shipping : Shipping, boxing or wrapping of purchases 
is a business in which the Association is in no wise engaged, and 
will not be performed by the Association for purchasers. The 
Association will, however, afford to purchasers every facility for 
employing at current and reasonable rates carriers and packers ; 
doing so, however, without any assumption of responsibility on 
its part for the acts and charges of the parties engaged for such 
service. 

VIII: Guaranty: The Association exercises great care to 
catalogue every lot correctly and endeavors therein and also at 
the actual time of sale to point out any error, defect or imperfec- 
tion, but guaranty is not made either by the owner or the 
Association of the correctness of the description, genuineness, 
authenticity or condition of any lot and no sale will be set aside 
on account of any incorrectness, error of cataloguing or imper- 
fection not noted or pointed out. Every lot is sold “as is” and 
without recourse. 


Every lot is on public exhibition one or more days prior to its 
sale, and the Association will give consideration to the opinion of 
any trustworthy expert to the effect that any lot has been incor- 
rectly catalogued and in its judgment may thereafter sell the lot 
as catalogued or make mention of the opinion of such expert, who 
thereby will become responsible for such damage as might result 
were his opinion without foundation. 

IX. Buying on order: Buying or bidding by the Associa- 
tion for responsible parties on orders transmitted to it by mail, 
telegraph or telephone will be faithfully attended to without 
charge or commission. Any purchases so made will be subject to 
the foregoing conditions of sale except that, in the event of a 
purchase of a lot of one or more books by or for a purchaser who 
has not through himself or his agent been present at the exhibi- 
tion or sale, the Association will permit such lot to be returned 
within ten days from the date of sale and the purchase money will 
be refunded if the lot in any manner differs from its catalogue 
description. 

Orders for execution by the Association should be written and 
given with such plainness as to leave no room for misunderstand- 
ing. Not only should the lot number be given, but also the title, 
and bids should be stated to be so much for the lot, and when the 
lot consists of one or more volumes of books or objects of art, the 
bid per volume or piece should also be stated. If the one trans- 
mitting the order is unknown to the Association, a deposit should 
be sent or reference submitted. Shipping directions should also 
be given. 

Priced Catalogues : Priced copies of the catalogue or any 
session thereof, will be furnished by the Association at charges 
commensurate with the duties involved in copying the necessary 
information from the records of the Association.

In similar manner, at the base of the neck there 
arises an ornament at first simple, but later developing into 
a complicated affair, e.g., an animal formed by silhouetting 
and engraving. In such a highly developed spur, moreover, 
one notes that the sides, instead of retaining a half-round 
section, are flattened above and below so as to form a plate 
the edge of which is apposed to the heel. Observe also that 
the ornamentation of this highly developed spur is not the 
same on right and left sides.

Note: Of great rarity are cottes which are early and can be 
localized. The present specimen was found in Naples in a niche in an 
ancient wall which was being torn down.

The puzzle of the banded mail so^ often represented on 
monumental effigies and brasses has never been completely 
solved. The commonest mail of this kind was doubtless 
formed, as certain Oriental armor shows, by passing strips 
of leather or braid through alternate lines of links. The 
present specimen is of links rivetted in the manner generally 
called European (i.e., a rivet arising like a peg on one 
end of the open link is made to pierce a slot in the other end 
of the closing link). This collar of mail was picked up 
among fragments of fifteenth century European armor in 
an old collection in Munich: we believe it of European 
origin.

— Coat of Mail with Cape Associated 

Persian or North Indian. XVII — XVIII Century 
Of bright sheen, beautifully woven in rows of fine links 
of two types, i.e., alternately flattened-tongued (3/16 inch) 
and cramped-soldered (about % inch). The coat opens 
in front, the opening being decorated by rows of latten 
links, which margin also arms of half length. From a 
stiffened collar embroidered in flowers and foliation in sil- 
ver thread arises a cape: this is of rivetted mail, developing 
a row of five pointed lappets above and five below, from 
three of which in turn arise three long lappets, forming a 
third row. 


Note: Made of wootz steel, in the best manner of an armorer 
whose patience is proof: the present specimen contains about 200,000 
links carefully prepared and “woven” by hand, representing, we esti- 
mate, at least a year’s labor.

It is painted in colors, 
having four blue chevrons traversing 
a field which is party-wise alternately 
red and white. The shield has a blue 
border, chamfered, and heavy arm 
supports of wood. Signature of the 
maker is present, including the letters

Breastplate : Decorated in rare fashion with radiating 
bands of roping, instead of the usual Maximilian flutings ;

Breastplate : Well arched with sharp frontal line but with- 
out keel: armpit and collar defended by bold out-turned 
ridges of excellent workmanship, and typically Spanish : 
mark of unknown armorer at right shoulder. 

Baclcplate: Of three elements, with ridged borders out- 
rolled. 

Shoulder defenses. 

Rerebraces with turners flush at the surface. 

Elbow-cops : Shells flat, ornamented only with transverse 
keel. 

V embraces: With borders outrolled. 

Gauntlet : Part of right only. 



Cuisses, Knee-cops, and Upper Greavess Cuisses de- 
velop angular surfaces ( pain coupe ) : on the left an ar- 
morer’s mark: on shells of knee-cops a transverse keel, as 
on elbow-cops. 
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
